CONTEMPT DECISION IK 
HOWAT CASE STANDS 


Supreme Court Refuses Kansas 
Mine Leader’s Plea for 
Review. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, March 13. — The 
Supreme Court today dismissed the 
writs of error by which Alexander 
Howat and other labor leaders 
sought to have reviewed the decision 
of the Kansas State courts holding 
them guilty of contempt of court for 
their refusal to appear before the 
Court of Industrial Relations. 

The opinion of the Couft, deliv- 
ered by Chief Justice Taft, stated 
that the questions of the constitu- 
tionality of the Kansas statute cre- 
ating the Court of Industrial Rela- 
tions, and prohibiting strikes in the 
settlement of labor disputes, were not 


brought before the court in proper 
form for it to pass upon them. 

The effect of the refusal of the 
court to dispose of the appeals on the 
issues which Howat and his asso- 
ciates souvht to raise will be to leave 
effective the decision of the lower 
courts holding them in contempt for 
refusing to appear before the Court 
of Industrial Relations and also hold- 
ing them in contempt for ordering a 


‘lstrike after they had been enjoined 


from doing so. 

The conviction of Howat, August 
Dorchy, Thomas Harvey and Robert 
B. Foster, all leaders of the United 
Mine Workers in Kansas, followed 
their refusal to appear before the 
Court of Industrial Relations of Kan- 
sas and give information in an inves- 
tigation of mining conditions made 
upon complaint of members of a la- 


‘bor union of which they were offi- 


cers. The State court held them in 
contempt and sentenced them to jail 
until willing to testify. 

Howat and his associates contend- 
ed that they could not be held in con- 
tempt by one court for their re- 
fusal to appear before another tri- 
bunal whose organization they in- 
sisted was unconstitutional. 

Taft Reads Opinion.

situation was virtually at an end. 


There now is at the surface of 
coal mines and in stocks at con- 
suming centers, it was declared, 
enough coal to last the country for 
10 weeks with the prospect, it Was 
added, that this supply will be aug- 
mented by production from non- 
union mines and from operations in 
union territory. 

“The degree of the Government's 
intervention in this strike situation,” 
a high official today declared, 
“must be determined by the extent 
of public inconvenience and suffer- 
ing which is caused by the strike.” 
It was intimated that the Govern- 
ment did not propose to enter upon 
any attempt to force a conference 
between the operators and “the 
miners, by legal or other means. 

Secretary of Labor Davis has 
sone as far as he intends to go in 
that direction, it was said, by re- 
peatedly and publicly pointing out 
that the Government considers the 
mine operators of the central com- 
petitive field to be bound by proe- 
vision of the existing national wage 
contract to enter negotiations for 
making a substitute national con- 
tract ready to apply by April fF, 
when the old one expires. If. op- 
erators will not accept this view- 
point the Government considers that 
it cannot interfere until the strike 
develops and then only in the event 
that its progress seriously menaces 
public welfare.

If we 
permit them to do so, those of us of economic 
worth will be fed and clothed and housed ac- 
cording to standardized plans and specifica- 
tions and the others painlesgly removed. It 
will be a Utopia not dreamt of by the poets. 

The matter concerns all’ of us, but in par- 
ticular the power and prestige of the states- 
man is at stake. He will find the stop watch, 
heretofore only a contrivance for timing ulti- 
matums, a peculiarly abhorrent instrument in 
the hands of an expert taskmaster and that 
precisely is what the engineer will be.
